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Reason for Allowance 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In claims 1 and 19, the prior art does not disclose calculating means for calculating an 
average queue size,Q t , at time t as : Q t = Q t -i * (1-Alpha) + Q t * Alpha, 

where Q t is an instantaneous queue size and Q t -i is an average queue size at time t-1, and 
Alpha is a queue-length averaging parameter; 

threshold means for setting a packet-count threshold in accordance with the average 
queue size, for discarding a packet when the number of newly arriving packets reaches the 
packet-count threshold and when the average queue size exceeds a congestion threshold. 

In claims 9 and 27, the prior art does not disclose threshold means for dividing the total 
queue size into a pre-selected number of N regions, for setting a packet-count threshold in 
accordance with the average queue size by using a descending staircase function F(n), for 
discarding one of every F(n) packets when the average queue size is in a buffer region n, 
l<n<N.
